Paisley, Scotland, Dec, 31.—Sixty 
persons were reported dead in a fire 
which wrecked a motion picture 
theatre here today. A large num- 
ber of fatalities were children, 

About 150 persons were removed 
from the theatre to hospitals for 
treatment of burns and abrasions. 

A holiday matinee was in progress 
when flames shot from the op- 
erator’s box and quickly enveloped 
the auditorium. It was believed the 
death toll might reach eighty. 

Exits of the theatre were speedily 


jammed with struggling boys and 
girls secking to flee from the 
holocaust, and firemen had the 


greatest difficulty in dragging the 
young victims to safety. 


Constables and civilians, driven 
back by heavy clouds of smoke, im- 
provised gas masks and heroically 


assisted in making many rescues. 

Meanwhile crowd of frantic 
mothers gathered outside and watech- 
ed the children being taken from 
the burning building, anxiously 
canning each new face in the hope 
f recognizing their own children, 

Tram cars were used to rush the 
victims to an infirmary. By a 
curious ironic twist the film which 
the children had been watching was 
The Crowd.”
